FIXING STATE BOUNDARIES 
After all these years New York and Rhode Island find it neces- 
saiy to agree on a water boundary line for reciprocal law enforcement 
l elated to marine fisheries. 
On reading about it many persons doubtless will 
urn to their 
at laser before becoming convinced that the two states actually adjoin 
each other, and will realize for the first time that Long Island juts j 
beyond the point adjacent to the easterly line oi Connecticut. 
A no able 
fact in this instance is that the two state commissions before coming to­ 
gether had arrived at identical findings. 
By contrast there is the centuries’ old controversy over the water 
boundary between New Jersey and Delaware with its serio-comic as­ 
pects ni taking fishing parties out on the Delaware River and Bay. 
Ol historical moment also was the dispute over the land boundary be­ 
tween New Jersey and New York that required lifty years of resolve. 
It Jersey's claims had prevailed, the state's line at the northwesterly 
end would have been seven miles north oi Port Jervis, New 
\o ik , in ­ 
stead of at the mouth of tl*e Neversink River. 
Then, too, there is the undetermined boundary line between West­ 
ern Wyoming and Montana. 
A surveying party sent into the 
m ountains 
sixty years ago was unable to complete n > work because of the inaces- 
sibility of the terrain and desertions of members oi the party. 
The 
section remains uninhabited and there has been no recent demand ioi 
establishment of an exact boundary line. 


T O M O R R O W ’S CHILDREN 
One of the invaluable characteristics of the American people if 
a buoyant spirit which enables them to dispel quickly from their minds 
the hardships and the problems of the past, which explains why the 
depression years have been forgotten >o quickly. 
But their effects, 
notwithstanding the veneer of prosperity, are now apparent in their 
most serious form—the impaired physical powers of youth. 
There have been many explanations ol the shockingly high pei - 
centage of rejections by medical officers of the draft boards, the most 
convincing being offered by Dr. W arren W. Quillan, who told the South­ 
ern Medical Association that the reason was to be found in the unem ­ 
ployment and consequent m alnutrition in the United States during the 
depression decade of the thirties. 
This problem, unhappily, is not one th at belong exclusively to the 
present and the past. 
Even if the children of today are fed and clothed 
adequately, they will be subjected, m consequence of a world in the 
process of violent transition, to great emotional and psychological stresses. 
Dr. Quillan says that “ to the extent that we can afford" to do the 
right thing, there will be a decline in the magnitude of the problem. 
A. Miming that it is possible to determine what is the right thing, the 
course of national interest and duty becomes clear 
In Europe, to­ 
m o r r o w s tragic children face a future chaiimd with desperation and 
df"}>air and the unhappy lands in which they live will one day feel 
the weight of their woe. 


CLIMATIC VAGARY IS REVEALED 
Nobody knows why, but the Peruvian Current, which flows cool 
ct: the west coast of South America, has changed its course somewhat, 
it i" stated by Dr. Eliot G. Mears. Stanford University Geographer, with 
the immediate result of important and widespread climatic changes. 
Doctor Mears concedes that the current I" prone to moderate shifts 
from time to time, but describes this one and it.- effects on the cli­ 
mate as radical. To it he attributes the transformation of the Galapagos 
“from a bleak island into a steaming jungle,“ abnormal ram s in P a n ­ 
ama and on desert areas of Chile and Peru, excessive heat in Northern 
Peru and increased humidity in Columbia. 
The geographer points out that 
instead ol proceeding to the 
northerly coast of Peru before turning west as of yore, the current now 
turns before reaching that latitude and no longer tempers the climate in 
te vicinity of the Galapagos 
It permits the warm Panam a Current 
to flow farther south moreover, to intensify Equatorial conditions where 
hitherto they had been countered by the colder water. 
All this has oc­ 
curred, he says, within the last year 
Coastal and island regions the world over are debtor to ocean cur­ 
rents for their influence on climate The Gulf Stream makes Iceland less 
bleak than Greenland and the British Isles a region for comfortable 
living 
The Japanese Current is a line of demarcation between the 
rigors oi a winter in China and the easier conditions in Japan. 
Im port­ 
ant changes in either stream would be economicallv dis as irons. 
Since history began these currents have held their course- u n ­ 
swervingly and they arc taken for granted like the "everlasting hills ” 
Air currents in the main have in them less permanency, yet they 
ioilow broadly unalterable patterns which hold the varying climates w ith­ 
in definite bounds.

FIT TRACTOR FOR WINTER 
OPERATION 
Tractors should be “winterized” in 
order to avoid troubles next summer 
which results from improper op­ 
eration this winter. 
Gasoline should be used in win­ 
ter. unless the run is fairly long, 
the load heavy and the radiator 
temperature held between 180 and 
190 degrees Fahrenheit. An operat­ 
ing radiator tem perature of 140 to 
160 degrees is satisfactory for gaso­ 
line. 
A light oil should be used, S. A. E. 
20W for moderately cold weather 
and S. A E. low for zero or below’. 
On short runs moisture gathers in 
the crank case and should be drain­ 
ed off when the motor is stopped. 
This can be done by installing a 
petcock in the drain plug. For win­ 
ter operation a 
lubricant in the 
transmission and on many tractors 
in the steering gear and power take­ 
off cases should be thinned to in­ 
sure 
thorough 
lubrication of the 
moving parts. This can be accom­ 
plished by draining out one-fourth 
of the summer lubricant and refill­ 
ing to the proper level with S. A. E. 
I»ow 
motor oil or by completely 
draining and refilling with S. A. E 
80 lubricant. 
The radiator should not be filled 
with watei aft«r the motor starts 
because of danger of cracking the 
metal around the exhaust valves.

ALWAYS B RI S H TEETH AFTER 
EATING CANDY 
Most of us realize we are indulging 
children when we give candy, so try 
to choose the kinds we think least 
harmful. Frequently these are either 
lollipops or hard candy. 
It has been known for some time 
that candy has an injurious effect 
on the teeth, and it was thought to 
be due to the changing of food into 
blood and tissue. However, recent 
research shows th at the greatest 
harm is the result of the sugar mix­ 
ture in the mouth coining in con­ 
tact with the teeth, says Miss Bon­ 
ed a Gordon, home economics exten­ 
sion 
representative, 
of 
Lawrence 
County. 
Some 
investigators 
have 
found 


that harmful effects occur after the 
candy mixture has been on 
the 
teeth only a few minutes. As lollipops 
may last for an hour or more it 
would seem th at they would do the 
most damage. Hard candy, too. is 
held in the mouth for a fairly long 
time so also is undesirable. 
If candy is ttsed, it is least h arm ­ 
ful at the end of a meal, but Miss 
Gordon points out that in the light 
of this new research, it is wise to 
encourage 
the 
brushing of 
teeth 
after eating candy. 
With all these findings, the fact 
still remains that candy in civil - 
dren's diets is not desirable and for 
the good of their teeth and general 
heal’h, it is best to minimize its 
use as much as possible.
